The Army,' the Navy, the 
Air Corps need youth. 


Modern war demands that, just as 


war has always demanded 
it. The 


quick reflex, the lasting stamina— 
those are youth's, and youth's alone. 
Further, today's training in the Unit- 
ed States is for future emergency— 
liow far in the future, no man knows. 
The younger the trainee, the longer 
his experience remains of value to 
the nation. 


Every 
generation must make ils 


own world. It is the young who have 
the greatest stake in what kind of a 
world it shall be, for it is they who 
must live longest in it. 


Thus, while it seems shameful in 


a way that they should have to face 
the chance of being cut down in 
war before they have had a chance 
.o probe deeply into the world's beaut- 
es (and its ugliness) it is also they 
who hold the long stake. 


Some have argued that it is older 


nen who should be sent out to the 
wars, since they have already drunk 
deeply at life's fountains and have so 
nuch less to lose. But it is by that 
very token that they cannot be en- 
rusted with the future. To Marshal 
Peain, stumbling down the last re- 
maining years of life, it makes less 
lifforence that France is only a pain- 
ul and perverted stump of a na- 
ion, 
with nothing free and good to 


which it can look forward. A few 
r'cars of tolerable comfort is all such 


one is apt to ask. 
That is not good enough for those 


vho have a full life to live out. To 
xist as an atom of that death in 
ife which is all any totalitarian coun- 
ry can offer, is not good enough. 
Freedom was made for youth, and it 
s fitting that youth should be called 
upon to defend its own.

HOLLYWOOD - The movie bus- 


iness never has shown any gumption 
in defending itself against attacks. 
Individual studios seldom hesitate to 
overpraise their pictures, but the in- 
dustry as a whole is always strange- 
ly shy and modest regarding its good 
deeds. 


Lately, for instance, it has come in 


for scattered 
criticism regarding its 


supposed inactivity in matters bear- 
ing on national defense. Nobody of the 
prominence or lung power of Rep. 
Martin Dies has been hollering this 
time, nor has (here been a charge of 
anything much more serious 
than 


apathy. More important is the fact 
that Hollywood, without trying to ped- 
dle propoganda in the guise of en- 
tertainment, ought to be able to 
participate vitally in the big, hard 
and necessary job 
of getting this 


country ready to defend itself. 


Hollywood already is playing such 


a part. It jusl isn't taking many 
bows. It could, if it chose, point out 
that the motion picture industry is 
about the only business which is 
not making any profit from defense 
work. In most cases, it pays for and 
donates labor and materials. In other 
cases, it works on a slraighl cost 
basis.

Army Leader 
Wins Finn War 


Marshall Timoshen- 
ko Finally Pulls 
Russians Together

Shrouded Finnish ski troops and 


the coldest winter in half a century 
were stalling the gigantic Russian 
army in its tracks in January, 1940. 
Military experts were concluding that 
perhaps Moscow's military might was 
a fable. 


Then Marshal Semion Timoshcnko 


was called in. Slowly, ponderously 
the army pulled itself together. Fin- 
ally the Mannerhcim Line was smach- 
cd, and Timoshenko was a Russian 
hero. 


Slalin named him defense commissar 


over Kliment Voroshiloff, who be- 
came chairman of Ihe Defense Com- 
mittee, a backseat job. 


Immediately Timoshcnko started re- 


hashing the politics-infested nrmy. He 
reduced the political commissars, in- 


stalled in the early days when the 
Soviet wasn't sure of some of its of- 
ficers, to the status of assistants. He 
revived officer's ranks, which had 
been abolished in favor of comman- 
derships of various grades, tightened 
discipline and created decorations of 
merit. 


He sent officers out for more field 


work, staged war games that emphasi- 
zed more unified offensives and more 
flexible defenses. 
Russian military 


journals said Stalin himself had or- 
dered Timoshenko to undertake re 
forms "based on the experience of [ 
recent wars," presumably the Russo- 
Finnish campaign and the European 
war. 


Towering, round-headed Timoshen- 


ko's military career began when, as a 
peasant youth, he was mobilized into 
the Czar's army in the World war 
His cavalry division was one of the 
first to go Bolshevik. 


His most satisfying personal triumph 


probably came when he led his army 
into Bessarabia, ceded to Russia by 
Rumania last year. Timoshenko was 
born in Bessarabia 46 years ago and 
had seen his home-land fall to Ru- 
mania after the World war. Cam- 
eramen were present for his reunion 
with his family after 20 years, and 
much was made of it in Russian pa- 
pers.

This combina- 
tion, the entomologist said, shoulc 
never be applied at a rate of less 
than 15 pounds to the acre. If flea 
hoppers are not present in a field 
however, and boll weevil is the only 
pest to be controlled, dusting will 
calcium arsenate alone is cheaper.

Net Loss of Combat 
Ships to U. S. 
Navy Is 27

WASHINGTON — Answering the 


mail: 


D. L., New London, Conn.—Ac- 


cording to the latest available in- 
formation, the net loss 
in combat 


ships to the U. S. navy through trans- 
fers to Britain and other develop- 
ments has been 27. Fifty-three de- 
stroyers have disappeared from the 
navy lists in the last year and a half 
but the navy has gained one air- 
craft carrier, three cruisers and . 22 
submarines. The navy now has a tola 
of 332 combat ships, with 360 on 
order. The information as to 
how 


many submarines are new and how 
many recommissioned is not avail- 
able. Also, the 53 figure doesn't re- 
present total transfers to Great Bri- 
tain. Thirty destroyers left the rdll 
when they were reclassified (for non 
combatant use).

Timothy Page, a retired St. Louis 
street car conductor, settled on 320 
acres of overgrazed, denuded lands, 
near this Southern Arizona town, in 
1925. 


But Page had his own ideas of 


reclamation. One was to use irrigat- 
ing ditches dug by ants, gophers and 
other rodents. 


Page's only tools were a shovel 


and spading fork. Water came from 
a cistern and other containers which 
he and his late wife placed in the 
open to catch all too infrequent rains. 


The determined middle-westerner 


first sought to rid> himself of pests. 
But he soon found that task went 
hand in hand with regrassing and for- 
tifying the land against erosion. With 
spade and fork he worked, making 


f-shnped ridges, the points of which 
ed into the openings of gopher and 
iralrle dog holes. 


When the i-nins cnme, the V's caught 


he water and sent it down into the 
labyrinth of underground tunnels. 
Water thus was stored, enriching the ' 
soil and driving out or drowning the 
pests.

Results were so spectacular that the

findings mny have a profound nffcct 
oon grazing and revegetation in the 
west.

One of the provisions of the Trow- 


bridge agreement with the university 
is that Page shall be allowed to ru- 
mnin on the property as long as ho 
lives. Thus he will be afforded the 
opportunity of watching skilled scien- 
tists study his ingenious accomplish- 
ment.
